Electric rates going up again 


Wilmington electricity users 
will probably see a more than 
four percent increase in their 
bills this spring, but the Reading 
Chronicle reports the hike will 
likely be offset by a decrease in 
the fuel adjustment surcharge 

The Chronicle was reporting 
the events of the Monday night 


meeting of the Reading 
Municipal Light Com- 
missioners. 


The commissioners estimated 
the increase at between 4.1 and 
4.8 percent. This will ape 
necessary, it was reported, 
because of an increase in the 


wholesale power rate by Boston 
Edison, the supply source of the 
Reading Municipal Light 
Department (RMLD). It will be 
the first increase in Reading 
Light's rates since January 1, 
1983 

At the same time, the fuel 
adjustment surcharge is ex- 
pected to drop. Boston Edison's 
Pilgrim I nuclear power station 
is back on line after a shutdown 
of a year for maintenance. 

According to RMLD General 
Manager, Norbert Rhinerson, 
having Pilgrim I back on line. 
will mean a one cent decrease in 


the surcharge. The current price 
for fuel is 3.5 cents per kilowatt, 
down from 4.5 cents a year ago, 
when the system operated 
without Pilgrim 1 

In their discussions, the 
commissioners said that the 
exact increase hinges on 
negdotiations with Boston on the 
new cost of wholesale power. 
Talks with Boston Edison and 
the Federal Energy Regulatory 
Commission by the RMLD are 
on-going. The commissioners 
expect a new rate by April. 

The Chronicle also reported 
that the rate hike will also help 


bolster the RMDS's return on 
investment, which state law 
allows to be eight percent an- 
nually, Last fall the RMLD 
suspended its voluntary 
payments to Wilmington and 
other towns because its returns 
sank to 5.4 percent for 1984, the 
commissioners said. 

The return, in part, finances 
new construction which the 
RMLD said is necessary to keep 
up with growth, particularly in 
the “‘outlying’’ towns.

Selectmen met in 
executive session Monday to 
discuss the price they would be 
willing to pay and how they 
would conduct negotiations.

Town Manager Buzz Stapc- 
zynski said he would negotiate 
with Baizon Corp. this week and 
report back to selectmen next 
Monday night before a final 
agreement is made.

State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
has released the names of 36,000 per:

Under the state’s Unclaimed 
Money Law, bank accounts, in 
surance proceeds, uncashed gift cer- 
tificates, payroll checks, customer 
overpayments and the like that have 
gone untouched for at least five 
years are deemed to be abandoned 
All such accounts are to be reported 
to the Treasurer, who then attempts 
to notify the rightful owners or their 
heirs. Last year Treasurer Crane 
returned more than half ($9 million) 
of the $18 million in reported aban 
doned accounts. 

‘Treasurer Crane said compliance 
with the law is improving. Never: 
theless, the treasurer said he is not 
totally satisfied. “It is apparent that 
less than a sincere effort is being 
made by some institutions to find the 
owners. How can anyone fail to 
locate American Express, Hertz 
Rental, The New York Times. 
Boston English High Schoo)*"’ the 
treasurer asked.

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Fincom hits purchase 
of land at Silver Lake

While abutters and audience 
members had much to say about 
six other articles on the special 
town meeting warrant, the 
Finance Committee seemed 
most vocal on two articles 
concerned with re-zoning and 
landtaking near Silver Lake at 
its public hearing Tuesday 
night. 

Article Seven, to rezone a 
parcel of land on Main Street 
near Silver Lake to Residence 
60, and Article Eight, to take the 
same parcel by purchase or 
eminent domain, brought up 
some questions and direct 
criticism of the way the whole 
issue has been handled. 

Fincom Member Tom Casey 
said he felt uncomfortable with 
the whole idea. He pointed out 
that having these two articles on 
the warrant puts voters in “a 
very unneccessary box."’ The 
selectmen, he said, seem to be 
“using a town process for the 
wrong reasons.”’ 

By rights, Casey said, the land 
should have been taken by the 
town 20 years ago or, barring 
that, at least the process should 
be done “very quietly.” 

Fincom Chairman Dennis 
Volpe said he had mixed 
emotions. On the one hand, he 
said, he is against the proposed 
office building going up on that 
lot. On the other hand, Volpe 
said, with the owner already 
spending a lot of money on 
plans, it seemed “kind of un- 
derhanded"’ to go about taking 
his land in this manner. 

Town Manager Buzz Stape- 
zynski said he agreed “the town 
should have been there 
negotiating against him'’ when 
the owner originally purchased 
the land, However, he said, if it 
weren't for access to the sewer 
line, the property probably 
wouldn't be considered 
buildable at all 

Questions were raised about 
Residence 60 zoning. Stape- 
zynski replied he would like to 
have the property under the 
jurisdiction of the Conservation 
Commission. 

Volpe brought up the question 
of the purchase price, which is 
still subject to negotiation. He 
asked if the town would be liable 
to reimburse the owner for 
expenses and, if so, would the 
purchase price have to be higher 
than market value.. Stape- 
zynski said probably, yes 

Two other warrant articles, 
hotly debated at a planning 
board public hearing last week, 
were again scrutinized Tuesday 
night 

Article Three, to rezone 
property off Broad Street to 
Planned Residential 
Development (PRD) for con- 
dominiums, was approved by 
the planning board last week as 
the best use of the land. Article 
Six, to rezone 20 acres off Route 
62 to Industrial Park (IP) for an 
inn type motel, was not 

In an unexpected move, At- 
torney Bill Gustus said Paul 
Butt, owner of the Route 62 
property, was prepared to make 
a motion at town meeting to 
amend Article Six to read ten 
acres instead of the original 20. 
This would be done to allwy 
abulters fears that something 
else might be constructed on 
that property, he said. It would 
also create more of a buffer zone 
between nearby homes and the 
motel, Gustus said. 

Gustus said Butt is also 
leaning toward hooking up with 
the sewer line on Salem Street at 
his own expense rather tharr 
building an on-site treatment 
plant, This was a concern ex- 
pressed by neighbors at the 


planning board meeting last 
week, 


Abutters Tuesday night were 
adamant that the property was 
still in a residential area and 
should be used for homes. One * 
abutter pointed out that building 
a motel in that part of town 
could have a “domino effect" on 
two other available parcels in 
that neighborhood and could 
“ravage” this part of town, even 
though he said the inn-like motel 
was “a very nice concept.” 

Other concerns such as heavy 
traffic flow were once again 
addressed. 

At least six abutters and 
several outspoken residents 
aired their views on Joseph 
Langone’s townhouse style 
condominiums proposed for the 
site in Article Three. 

Again, traffic was a major 
issue. Mary Husen of Glen Road 
pointed out that it takes her ten 
minutes to get out of her 
driveway now. Imagine what it 
would be like, she said, with 
another access road creating a 
shortcut from Glen Road to 
Tewksbury. 

At least five other residents 
agreed, saying the constant 
traffic and the number of ac- 
cidents at thé corner of Glen 
Road and King Street is a 
danger to neighborhood children 
as well as to adults. 

In defense, Bill MacLeod, 
spokesman for Langone, said 
that in a townhouse develop- 
ment traffic patterns and peak 
hours are different. He 
predicted “a very slight in- 
crease” in traffic if townhouses 
are buillt in that area. 

Casey insisted that the traffic 
problems are an existing 
problem present throughout 
town and Langone shouldn't be 
faulted for them. 

Jim Buckley of Pinewood 
Road asked if the 45 single 
family homes Langone could put 
on that lot in place of 
townhouses would be “held over 
the abutters’ heads.” 

MacLeod said the land is 
definitely ‘‘going to be 
developed to maximum use,” 
either way 

As it stands with the 
townhouse proposal, there 
would be less of an impact on the 
school system as most families 
with children would not choose 
to live in a condominium, 
MacLeod said, and there would 
be a $100 thousand tax ad- 
vantage to Wilmington. 

Fincom members expressed 
concern over Article One, to 
transfer money from Free Cash 
to the Blue Cross - Blue Shield 
(BC-BS) account because of 
high town employee claims. Was 
the implication that the town has 
no control over future medical 
insurance increases. they 
asked. It was suggested that 
perhaps Wilmington would be 
better off looking at other op- 
tions, such as an Health 
Maintenance Organization 
(HMO) or a Master Health Plan. 

Casey called the 85 percent 
increase in BC-BS insurance this 
year “a staggering increase 
with no projectability.”” It was 
apparently out of Wilmington's 
control, he said. 

Stapezynski explained that 
town employees are in a self- 
insured program which covers 
up to $50,000, with BC-BS as 
administrators. This program, 
he added, served the town well 
until “catastrophic claims” 
started coming in. Now, he 
agreed, it may be time to look 
elsewhere. 

State Representative James 
Miceli, in presenting Article. 
Two, explained that though he 
has no intention of asking for a 
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moratorium on building in 
Wilmington, he does hope to put 
land aside for town use “to 
achieve a balance” and create 
“a kind of showplace in the 
community.” 

Article Two calls for select- 
men to transfer to the Con- 
servation Commission 54 acres 
of land originally purchased and 
designated Town Forest in 1975. 
This would be a ‘‘first step,” 
said Miceli, in obtaining state 
funds to beautify and conserve 
town-owned land. The article 
also allows for some access by 
the Water Department, for the 
building of an infiltration plant. 

A planning board recom- 
mendation is still pending on 
Article Four, to classify any new 
auto dealerships as High 
Density Business (HDB), 
Planning Board Chairman Tony 
Gentile said. 

Though the planning board 
sponsored the article, its 
members were caught off guard 
last week when potential 
dealership owner Roger Groux 
was “caught in a bind’’ as he 
was preparing to open his new 
auto business on Concord Street, 
Gentile said. A definite decision 
would be reached later that 
night, he said. 

In the meantime, he said, 
because a considerable number 
of auto dealers have sprung up 
in the past few years, the 
planning board felt it best to 
give the town the opportunity to 
vote on further changes. 

In Article Five, Nick DelNinno 
spoke for his mother, Mary, to 
request that selectmen sell her a 
piece of property formerly 
owned by her family. This 
property would become part of 
her present lot and is not con- 
sidered buildable at the present 
time. 

Gentile stated that his board 
recommended disapproval 
because it felt some study 
should be done on all town- 
owned land before any more is 
sold 

This piece of property, said 
Stapezynski, is considered to be 
valued at $50,000 fair market 
value (which changes monthly) 
because it’s lakefront property 
He said the selectmen would 
discuss this request at their next 
scheduled meeting.

“T can’t believe the response,” 


According to Adley, the 
concept of Safe Houses has been 
working successfully in ther 
area towns for two years. It 
involves volunteers who offer 
their homes to young children as 
a refuge to be used in the event 
of an emergency, whether it be 
harrassment from a stranger or, 
as she described, a youngster 
frightened by a pair of big dogs. 

Each potential Safe House, 
she said, has its occupants 
screened by the local police 
department and, if accepted, is 
issued an eye-catching decal 
which can be easily identified on 
a front window by a youngster in 
trouble. 

“There are many safety 
precautions,"’ said Adley, who 
explained that each person 16 or 
older in a potential Safe House 
must submit identification and 
be cleared by the police 
department. Applications are 
rejected if anyone in the 
household has been convicted of 
a felony, she said. 

In addition, she said, she 
personally screens the app 
plicants herself and she and her 
neighborhood captains survey 
the neighborhoods to be certain 
decals displayed agree with a 
list she keeps and which is up- 
dated every two or three 
months, 

Community participation has 
been gratiying, Adley said. The 

‘am has received the ap- 
proval of the Tewksbury School 
Department, which allows the 
Society For Young Victims to 
make an hour-long safety 
presentation in each school and 
to send home to parents Safe 
House applications. 

The safety program, Adley 
said, uses posters and other 
visual aids to instruct 
elementary school children how 
to safely respond to potentially 
dangerous situations such as 
being asked directions by 
strangers. It has been taped by

Wilmington was ranked 109 
out of a possible 140 towns and 
cities in suburb safety in the 
newly released March issue of 
Boston Magazine, a rank that 
shows Wilmington with a higher 
than average crime rate. 

The survey encompassed 
northeastern Massachusetts and 
was based on the latest 
available crime data (1983) 
garnered from the FBI, the 
Massachusetts Dept. of Public 
Safety, and local police 
departments 

The survey ranked nearby 
Billerica 59, North Reading 72, 
Andover 94, and Burlington 132 
(due to “shopping mall syn- 
drome''). No™figures were 
available for Tewksbury. 

If you'd like to live in a 
relatively crime free com- 
munity, you'd be wise to move to 
the top towns listed in the sur- 
vey: Holliston, Sherborn, and 
Georgetown, rated 1-2-3 
respectively. Lynn has the 
distinciton of having the worst 
crime rate of the 140 surveyed. 

Based on the per thousand 
population, Wilmington’s over- 
all crime rate was 38.72, its 
violent crime rate was 2.61, and 
property crime rate was listed 
as 36.11

the greatest indicators of a 
town’s crime rate. With easy 
accessibility to Routes 93 and 
128 and a closeness to Boston, 
Wilmington automatically 
becomes an easier target for the 
criminally inclined. 

Interestingly, spending more 
money on police protection 
doesn't seem to affect the crime 
rate in any but a negligible way. 

The most effective ways to 
reduce crime in middle-class 
neighborhoods, says the article, 
is to set up “neighborhood 
watches” and invest in home 
security and burglary systems. 

According to James Fox, 
associate professor of criminal 
justice at Northeastern 
University, adolesence and 
young adulthood are the “‘prime 
ages” for criminal activity. He 
points out that since the ‘‘post 
war baby boomers” have 
reached middle age, the crime 
wave has leveled off. But, he 
predicts, there will be another 
crime surge in the 1990's, when 
the children of the baby boomers 
reach their teens.

through this budget six hundred 
times.

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may be a definite leukemia- 
prone personality in cats: 
primarily those which are 
subject to a high degree of 
stress. 


Cats have been around a long 
time on this planet, about 30 
million years, in fact, which is 
much longer than man, ac- 
cording to zoologist Ida M 
Mellen. But cat leukemia was 
first identified only about 15 
years ago, Wiedwald said, when 
it was learned for certain that 
leukemia in cats was caused by 
a virus. Since then, certain tests 
have been developed, among 
them a serum test at Medford’s 
Tufts University, for the 
detection, but not the prevention 
or cure of cat leukemia. 

And now, according to Dr. 
Wiedwald, scientists at the Ohio 
State Veterinary School have 
developed a vaccine (due out 
“any day,” from Norden Labs), 
whose “preliminary, inter- 
mediate and long-range results 
are apparently very good.”” 


The feline leukemia virus, 
according to the National Veter- 
inary Laboratory (NLV), 
belongs to a group of viruses 
which eause cancer in a number 
of species, and the following 
diseases are known to be caused 
by FeLV 

1. Lymphosarcoma 
(leukemia), a fatal cancerous 
disease of the white blood cells. 
It has no particular breed or sex 
bias, but is more common in 
young cats. 

“The NLV reinforces Dr. 
Wiedwald's claim that leukemia 
is rare — and the danger to 
suburban cats if miniscule. 
Though lymphosarcoma is the 
most common form of cancer in 
the cat, it occurs annually in 
about 42 cats per 100,000 in the 
at-risk cat population, according 
to the NLV 

Unfortunately, the signs are 
not specific or even consistent 
from cat to cat. But some signs 
are common: pale gums in- 
dicating anemia, enlarged 
lymph nodes, listlessness, lack 
of appetitie, difficulty in 
breathing, and poor coat con 
dition. 

2. Non-responsive anemia, 
characterized by pale gums, 
weakness and weight loss. 

3. Panleukopenia-like Syn

drome. This often occurs after 
the infected healthy cat has been 


from FeL\V-infected queens, or 
in kittens infected shortly after 
birth. The virus infects the 
thymus gland controlling the 
immune defense system. The 
kittens progress poorly and die 
from various infections (usually 
bacteria) within one to two 
weeks from birth. 

Despite occasional bad press 
(Edgar Allen Poe's “The Black 
Cat,”’ comes to mind, along with 
the notion of cats serving as 
“familiars” or evil assistants to 
witches) and a certain observ- 
able prejudice by some people 
towards cats, the housecat is a 
useful breed indeed: 


“Human civilization appears 
hardly ever to have existed 
without the presence of the cat,” 
according to zoologist Mellen. 
“Oriental women discovered 
very early that without the cat 
the grain that was stored for 
winter use would be consumed 
by rodents. 

“The ancients also engaged 
cats to help them catch birds 
used for food and birds which 
destroyed the fruit and 
grain...For centuries in China 
and Japan they have protected 
the silkworm cocoons from rats, 
which would eat the pupae.” 


Moreover, “cats are the 
greatest healers in the world," 
Dr. Gary Wiedwald adds, which 
statement actually bears two 
epplications. Not only do they 
recuperate well, according to 
the Winchester veterinarian — 
they also can provide physio- 
logical benefits to humans, 
according to recent research. 

Cats have been introduced in 
fact, into some nursing homes, 
and are reported to deliver not 
only warmth and comfort to.the 
people who stroke them, but can 
measurably reduce the blood 
pressure of the person petting 
the cat. If the cat's purr is any 
measure of relaxation (one men- 
tioned was named “Evinrude’’ 
for the strength of his purr), the 
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Cat leukemia 


animal's blood pressure is also 
being reduced, researchers 
claim. 


The language...covers a wide 
range of emotions. Cats spit, 
mew, hiss, growl, screech and 
caterwaul.”’ 

Despite evidence that the 
danger of feline leukemia is not 


enormous, particularly to 
suburban cats, ‘Without a 
doubt, feline leukemia is one of 
the hardest-hitting diseases to 
afflict cats today,” according to 
Richard H. Pitcairn, D.V.M., 
Ph.D, writing in the magazine 
“Prevention.” 

Pitcairn described cat 
leukemia in early 1984 as a 
“near-epidemic’”’ disease, but 
agreed with Gary Wiedwald that 
diet is an important factor in the 
maintaining of a healthy, 
disease-free cat 

“Of the 599 diagnosed 
leukemic cats studied (through 
a 2,000-plus reader-response 
questionnaire to the magazine) 
only 18 percent ate any fresh, 
home-prepared food, as com- 
pared to 31 percent of 533 
healthy control cats at least five 
years old." 

Pitcairn’s findings also sup- 
ported Dr. Wiedwald’s claims, 
regarding both the stress factor 


and the leukemia-prone cat 
personality: 
“A further analysis com- 


paring recent exposures to in- 
secticides, surgeries, vaccin- 
ations, accidents and animal 
fights for sick and healthy cats 
in the same household"’ tends to 
support the idea that the illness 
appeared shortly after an ad- 
verse reaction to routine vaccin- 
ations, flea dips, or use of in- 
secticides or other poisons 
around the home. Typically, 
such cats encountered addi- 
tional emotional stresses at the 
same time, such as a cat fight, a 
move, or the owner's absence, 
Pitcairn reported. 

But, “regardless of the com- 
plexities involved in the develop- 
ment of this or any disease, the 
good news is that many cats can 
recover completely from 
leukemia, given optimal sup: 
port,” (Prevention, Feb. 1984). 

Aside from the scientific 
aspect of the disease, there is an 
emotional side asp well, which 
Winchester's Gary Wiedwald 


said he makes a special point to 
stress to pet-owners at his 
clinics in Reading and Melrose: 
“] say before testing a member 
of a multi-cat household: ‘What 
will you do if one cat shows 
positive signs of the virus, and 
the others negative?’ "” 

Wiedwald said he feels the 
owner should be prepared to 
have to make possibly painful 
decisions before the test is 
given, but euthanasia is not 
always the guaranteed result. 

Often, Wiedwald said, if a cat 
is ill and he suggests testing for 
feline leukemia, there is an 
automatic click in the owney’s 
mind: ‘My cat has leukemia,’ 
which may not be the case. 

“There are so many possi- 
bilities to feline leukemia: the 
cat might get it, and shed it. He 
might eliminate it entirely. He 
might get it and keep it. But just 
because the cat has the virus 
does not mean he will 
necessarily get leukemia or die 
from it.” 

As for nutrition, as a factor in 
either the prevention or the cure 
of the virus, dne respondent to 
the Prevention questionnaire 
indicated chicken livers ap- 
parently restored her cat to 
health, for an additional two 
years of life. Should a cat-owner 
then allow the cat's ‘natural 
instinct" to dictate what it 
should eat? 

“The owner may not be a 
nutritionist," Wiedwald said, 
“Letting the cat decide what's 
best to eat would be like letting 
my six-year-old decide what's 
best to eat."" 

But there is hope, according to 
both Dr. Wiedwald and Dr. 
Pitcairn. The new vaccine, as a 
preventive innoculation, will 
soon be available and sound 
nutrition, pet care and hygiene 
may prevent the spread of the 
disease and enhance the cat's 
ability to shed it, For further

There are merit badges for 
competency with computers; 
rocketry and the study of 
aeronautics.

Computer systems priced at less 
than $1,000 may be suitable for many 
home uses. But for more advanced 
computing, you'll have to pay more 

A computer system based on the 
Apple Ilc that’s capable of many busi 
ness uses as well as most home uses 
was assembled by Consumer Reports’ 
electronics engineers. While it lists 
for around $2,000, components are 
typically discounted 

‘The Apple system combines the Ic 
computer with its monitor, stand and 
printer. The computer comes with a 
built-in disk drive and 128K of user 
memory 

‘The Computer's main unit, contain. 
ing the electronics, keyboard and 
built-in disk drive, is about the size of 
a looseleaf notebook and weighs 
about 7 1/2 pounds. It’s attached to a 
3-pound power supply unit 

‘On the back of the sealed main unit 
are ports to plug in a monitor, second 
disk drive, serial printer, modem, and 


a controller port that can accommo- 
date joy sticks for games or a 
“mouse” pointing device used mainly 
with graphics programs 

The Apple Ilc’s standard, full-size 
keyboard has 63 keys. All of the keys 
repeat when held down. The engi- 
neers liked its keyboard feel. Two 
“Apple” keys act like function keys. 
However, the keyboard has no other 
programmable function keys and no 
numeric key pad. 

You can store roughly 100 pages of 
double-spaced text in the Ic’s built-in 
disk storage system's 144K of 
memory. That can limit you some- 
what for business uses 

When the disk is full you either 
have to start another data disk or 
erase some of the documents you no 
longer need to make room for new 
documents. 

Adding a second disk drive (avail- 
able for: $329) makes the IIc more 
suitable for business uses. With two 
drives you don't have to switch disks 
during such routine operations as sav 
ing data or formatting a disk

The engineers say that if you're 
interested in a computer largely to 
help your kids with their school work, 
the Apple-based system would be a 
good choice. The Apple family of 
computers and programs are used in 
many schools. 

The Apple Ile comes with three 
manuals and five tutorial disks 
the engineers found very eas 
With its matching monitor and stand, 
the system also makes an invitingly 
compact computer package that is 
fairly easy to work into a small office 
at home
